Coaſts" were wrecked, p. 6. Relation du detroit 
et de la Baie de Hudſon, &c. par Monſieur Fere- 
mie. Before this he is in page 3. very particu- 
lar in the Deſcription of theſe Biſcayan Boats; he 
tells us that he has ſeen them large enough to carry 
fifty Perſons, and that they are covered with Sea- 
Wolves Skins inſtead of ſide Planks: Says not a 
Syllable of Whale-Bone. But neither this Author, 
de la Poterie, nor Jo. de la France are to be de- 
pended upon, ſince our own Experience proves ſeveral 
of their Accounts falſe and romantic; the Indian Boy 
of that Nation whom I brought to England denies 
their being Cannibals, tho' Jeremie expreſsly fays 
they are ſo. I do not find that either of the two 
other French Writers have given any Account of 
Mr. Dobbs's Whalebone- Boats, if there is any ſuch, I 
mult have overlooked it. Mr. Dobbs has not named 
from which of theſe Authors he has: received his In- 
formation : But if there is no mention of them, I ra-

The idle Story of a Copper Mine, comes from the 
Accounts we have had ever fince I knew the Coun- 
try 3 and by thoſe Accounts we are informed, that 
theſe Northern Indians are two Summers travelling 
Northwards from their own Country, before they 
reach it: Apretty Journey, indeed, if we conſider - 
the Rate they travel, commonly 30 or 40 Miles a 
Day. I am obliged to ſay that this whole Report, 
made by the Surgeon and Clerk, is mere Fiction, 1 
refer to it as Mr. Dobbs himſelf does .

Will Mr, Dobbs pretend that this 
and the Minutes he fat down of what the Maſter had 
faid to him from his own Memory, which he would 
have the World believe, is more genuine than the 
ſaid Maſter's Anſwers to his Queries, and all Affi- 
davits in my Favour ; will he, I fay, call this a 
Gentlemanlike, or even an honeſt Treatment? 
Ihe true Reaſon why the Whales were not ſeen at 
any Diſtance above Deer Sound, is what I have already 
mentioned, and not that very weak one which Mr. 
_ Dobbs ſuppoſes in the ſame Paragraph, where he in- 
ſinuates, that they come from the Weſtern American 
Ocean in Search of Sea Spiders in Hudſon's Bay, over 
great Falls of Water, and thro' freſh Water Rivers.

63 332, and 
not near Nager River, as Mr. Dobbs affirms, for 


65% 2, and our 
Courſe near N, E. the Diſtance between the two is 


about 40 or 30 Leagues. I believe no other Jour- 
nals have taken Notice of any Whales till our Re- 
turn off the Head Land 63 20. He lays great 
Streſs upon his Whales, which every one elſe muſt 
eſteem a very trifling Incident. He ſays that I ac- 
knowledge I have ſeen Whales both at our going 
into and coming out of Wager River, and that falſi- 
fied my former Letter, by my Proof amounting to 
no more than three. Now, if Mr. Dobbs will allow 
the Number Three to be in the Plural, I think it is 
evident I advance nothing but the Truth, in ſaying 
we had: ſeen Whales, conſequently I have not falſi- 
fed wy Letter.

Mr. Dobbs afferts he had the Account of the Seas. 


Horſes and Whales from the Maſter, Vin; I am 
apt to think he found that Account in the Minutes 


he wrote down when the Maſter had left him, who 


mentioned nothing of Sea-Horſes, Ec. in his Anſwer 
to the Queries of the Lords of the Admiralty (the 


Whales excepted, near Deer Sound.) This was the 


identical vile Perſon that declared he would ſooner 


beg his Bread than be the Ruin of any Man, that is, 


by anſwering contrary to Facts, and to even ſuch 


as he had ſigned for Truths, and thus hazard his 


own Character to ruin that of another, by ſerving any 
baſe Purpoſe. Mr. Dobbs ſeems to think, nay in- 


deed, more than inſinuates, that a Man of ſuch Prin- 


ciples cannot be ſuppoſed but to be ready and willing

In anſwer to 5 Mr. Dobbs in the fame Page. 
fays, I admit that I was ſix Leagues due Eaſt of Cape. 
bbs, 1 have reduced the three Courſes into one, 
allowing the Variation, and find from four in the After- 
noon to paſt three the next Morning, we ſteered S; 
W. and by S. true Courſe 67 Miles or 23 Leagues, 


which made our Latitude 64 15 the Latitude of 
Cape Fullerton. This Cape is about 1% f to the 


Weſtward of Cape Dobbs, and not two or three De- 
grees Difference of Longitude, with a Diſtance be- 


tween the two Capes of 30 Leagues, as my candid, 


Antagoniſt inſinuates, who would alſo evince that 
we did not come within ſix Leagues of the Head- 
Land of M balebone Point, and had not four Hours 
Day-light. The Sun at that Time ſets there, after 
eight; and in thoſe Latitudes, at that Time you have 
above two Hours Twilight; the Night was fair and 

clear to one o Clock in the Morning, as. will appear 
by the Logg-Book ; beſide we had the Help of the 
Northern Lights which appeared then as they do in 
moſt clear Nights. Now compare our true Courſe, 
ſteered, viz. S. W. and by S. with the Chart, and it 
will be found that we paſſed the Iſlands off of M hale- 
bone Point within two Leagues, about half an Hour 
paſt ſix that Evening, and that by 10 O Clock we 
had paſſed moſt part of this great Bay (as Mr. Dobbs 
terms it) which is not above three Leagues deep, 
and then could ſee at one View both Cape Fullerton 
and Whalebone Point as diſtinctly as at Noon. It 
blew a freſh Gale at two in the Morning, and the 
Weather came on thick and hazey; we were about 
two or three Leagues due Eaſt off the Iſlands of 
Cape Fullerton, and fell 195485 into ſhoal mn 
| : from 
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ing off res to open eu Mat and to 5 
for clear and moderate Weather. In this I acted 
according to the beſt of my Judgment, and E then 
thought, conſidering the Weather was thick, that 
we had a freſh Gale upon the Shore; were in an un- 
known Part of the World, had not above five or 
ſix Men in a Watch able to go aloft to hand or reef 
a Sail, including even the Officers, that I could not 
act with greater Care and Prudence. Had Mr. Dobbs 
been there he would, poſſibly, have directed me 
better. The Ooaſt lies W. by S. by Compaſs, 
and the Wind about Eaſt was upon the Weſt 
Shore. We were then but five Leagues diſtant from 
the Main of that Shore, and for two, three or more 
Leagues from that Main, lye many ſmall Iſlands and 
Reefs of Rocks, as I had obſerved in our 3 
outwards,” and from Scroggs's Journal. I thought, I 
ſay, that I could not do better, after I had got into 
deeper Water and in a fair Way, than to lay the 
Ship's Head to the Southward, and wait for clear 
Weather. When Mr. Dobbs will be ſo good as to 
oonvince me of my Error in this way of Working, 
I will readily acknowledge my Ignorance and his 
ſuperior Judgment in Sea Afﬀairs. This plain Nar- 
rative of Matter of Fact, ſupported by Vouchers, 
roves the Affidavits the very Truth, and nothing 
t the Truth. And if the Lieutenant and Clerk 
E. that they could ſee only the Tops of the Moun- 
tains, the former contradicts his own Journal, and 
the latter advances a Falſity. 
In the ſame Page that Gentleman taxes me with 
pafling in the Night all the Openings ſeen by Vor- 
ton. I know of none he ſaw, and if he has made a 
Report of any Openings, it muſt be falſe; for we 
were convinced in our Paſſage out, that it was all 
Main Land, which afforded no Openings; we ob- 
erred only ſome {mall Iſlands off the Head Lands;

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4 that we were very cortain of this, will appear 
from our Council held the 8th Day of Auguſt, in

ſidering what he writes; for as he acts with Judg-

had been reviſed and altered by me to ſerve my 
own Purpoſes, viz. The Concealment of his imagi- 

nary Paſſage, to oblige the Hudſoms Bay Company ; 
the latter, downright Perjury to oblige me. 
In anſwer to my recalling the Lieutenant. on 
board, whom I ordered aſhore to try the Tides, I 
refer my ſelf to the Maſter's Querry 8, where 
*ris apparent that my Reaſon was the Danger 
of loſing the King's Ship, had the Boat and Men 
been loft by the Ice. It is certain that I went on 
Shore, as Mr. Dobbs ſays, but I truſted the Ship to 
the Care of the Maſter, as it was more his Baſineſs 
in Pilot's Water than the Lieutenant's ; beſide, the 
former was acquainted with the nature of Ice, having 
made ſeveral Voyages to Greenland, &c. And fare 
ther it appears by the Council held the 8th of Auguſt, 
that I was. obliged to take the Gunner, Carpenter, 
and Clerk, for part of the Boat's Crew, and had but 
three Men and a Boy with the Indian L. inguiſt in the 
Boat with me, eight in all. Mr. Dobbs labours this 
Point of the Boat, ſaying the gth, roth, Itch and 
12th, my Men were all ſick again, and no Boat durſt 
be truſted aſhore, altho' it was fine Weather. This

N ig ſaid in my Logg and Journal, on the fifth 
of July, 1 tried the Tide ſeveral Times, * and found 
it to run two Miles an Hour, from N. E. by E.

been tried all the Way from Churchill +. Off of and 
at Whale Cove, and near Brook Cobbam, by the 
Company's Sloops: There is an Hour and an half 
Difference in the Time of high Water, between 
Churchill and Wager River. We were long enough 
in this latter, to be certain as to the Heights of the 
Tides. When we came out of that River, we never 
miſſed trying every two Hours, their Directions and 
Slacks, all the Way as we went towards the frozen 
Straits; though not often put down in the Logg- 
Book. When I paſſed by the low Beach, I could plainly | 
ſee by the Ice left at high Water, what Time it was 

of the Tide, We were about half a Mile diſtant 
from the Shore, in 25 Fathoms Water, at fix in 
the Morning, on the fifth Day; as appears by the 
Journal.

His next Accuſation in the ſame Paragraph and Page 
50, is the harraſſing my Men, who he tells us had 
a moſt miſerable ſlaviſh Life, and gives theſe three 
Particulars of their ill Treatment, viz, the Carpen · 
ters repairing the, Company's Sloops z the Armourer 
and his Mate working for the ſaid Company, and 
the Joyners being employed within their Factory; 
and this I did, as he is pleaſed to aver, under colour 
of an Order, I ſay no; it was for his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice that the Carpenters were employed, as it will 
evidently appear by a plain Narative of Matter of 
Fact. A fine failing Sloop of about 50 Tons be- 
longing to the Company, wanted a new Keel, one 
was carried from England and had-lain two Years in 
the Country, but the Carpenter of the Factory had 
not Skill enough to put it in. I who had conſider, 
ed the many Accidents to which our Ships are liable 
in wintering, had before agreed with the Governour 
that in Caſe any ſhould happen to either of the Ships 
under my Command, that this Sloop ſhould be in 
Readineſs, in the Spring of the Year, to ſupply her 
Place, for which Reaſon I undertook to direct and 
_ overſee with my two Carpenters this Repair made, 
which was finiſhed in a Fortnight, while my People 
were digging a Dock, and I ſatisfied the Carpenters 
at my own Expence. There were beſides two large 
Boats of about 12 or 15 Tons each, which Mr. 


Dobbs has magnified into Sloops; the Governor lent 


us theſe to land our Proviſions and Stores in the Fall, 
not under Colour of, but in Obedience to, the Order 
of the Company; and as we did them ſo much Da- 
mage as to render them uſeleſs in the Spring, it was 
but juſt and reaſonable to repair ſuch Damage; nay, 
it was abſolutely neceſſary for his Majeſty's Service, 

as we ſhould want them again in the Spring, to put 
what we landed on board ; the Conſequence of which 
was a greater Diſpatch on our Proceedings on the 
. Diſcovery,

Diſcovery, than we could have made widout chem, 

by at leaſt a Fortnight. The Armourer and his 
Mate in the Spring of the Fear, (the Company's 
Armourer Lee 55 and their Smith deprived of 
the Uſe of his Pimbe) did repair, while he had the 
Uſe of their Shop, ſome old Fowling- Pieces, which 
the Governour lent me for the Indians whom I em- 
ployed to kill freſh Proviſions for the ſick Men, the 
Arms belonging to his Majeſty being diſtributed 
among my on People to ſhoot for themſelves. 
The Governour having accommodated us with 
Lodging for my Officers, my ſelf, and ſome few 
Men, our Joyner, for we had but one, tho' Mr. 
| Dobbs ſpeaks in the plural, lined the Rooms we made 
uſe of, built ſome Cabbins, and did a little Work 
for the Governor, for the which he amply ſatisfied 
him. Now this lining and building Cabbins were 
as abſolutely neceſſary for his Majeſty's Service, as 
repairing the Sloops and ſmall Arms. What Work

was done for the Governor by this Joyner, was as 
much for the Intereſt of the latter as for the Conve- 
nience of the former. He ſays the Men who were 


_ obliged to take any thing up, of the Company's 
Factor, paid 300 per Cent; I anſwer, that this is 
nothing againſt me; ff the Company took Advan- 
tage of, our N ecollitics, let Mr. Dabbs make it an 
Article towards diſſolving their Charter. As good 
an Underſtanding as I had with them, they made 
no Difference between me and my Men ; I paid at 
the ſame Rate for what I rook of them, not only for 
my particular Uſe, but for that of his Majeſty” 8

Dow 
he blow hot and cold in the ſame Breath, and is 
touched with a Tenderneſs for the Company? $ Inte- 
reſt, which but a few Lines before, he taxed with 
Extortion. | 
is compalifoinats Gentleman accuſes me with 
employing others of the Men in cutting down Time 
ber, Sc. One would imagine by his Charge of ſome 
thouſand of Foot, that I had cut enough to build a 
Ship. I think he is here a little inconſiſtent, t 
Cruelty he would infinuate, was by his own 1 
feſſion a neceſſary Work, for fitting the Ships in the 
Spring; but I will give him farther Ne Why 
the cutting of Timber, Sc. was unavoidably — 0 
ſary.

« Yan Sobrick alſo ſwear, that the Flood came from 
66 the Zaſtward from. the Frozen Strait; yet this 
they muſt rake from the Faith of the Captain, for: 
e they were never aſhore to know, and what he was 
«<.-pleaſed to call Hood, that they believed it to be ſo. 
I find Mr. Dobbs had rather betray Ignorance than 
not throw. Dirt; had he been as knowing in Sea 
Affairs, as he would be thought, he would not 
allege the Neceſſity of theſe Men going aſhore to 
try the Tides and Currents, they were almoſt always 
in the Boat, getting the high and low Water Slacks; 
alſo the Strength of the Stream, with the Point of 
the Compaſs it ſat. They had been aſhore in the 
River Mager three Weeks, and ſeveral times came 
down towards its Mouth with me, to obſerve the 
Tides, and were as well acquainted with, as 
Mr. Dabbs is ignorant of, them. We came: out of 
Wager River the 4th of Auguſt, and the Tide at

As the 
Lieutenant and Maſter of the Diſcovery Pink are 
gain' d over to his Intereſt, he has had Opportunity 
enough, no doubt, to have examined them. As 
for Mr. Moor, the Maſter of the Diſcouerys Log 
and Journal, he had taken them out of the Admi- 
ralty long enough before he printed his Remarks, 
conſequently he was under no Neceſſity of appealing 
to a fingle waſte Book.

I had a good Watch with me, which no one elſe had 
who was aſhore, As ſoon as I came to the Boat, I 
afk'd the Men whether the Tide was ebbing or flow- 
ing, and was not guilty of the Blunder, the Clerk 
has committed, in making me-aſk before his Low- 
Water, which way the Tide of Flood ran; the Men 
told me that the Tide had flowed four Foot, when I 
aſked them how they knew it, their anſwer was, they 
had let the Boat ground for near two Hours, and ſhe 
was then afloat, and ſhewed me the feveral large 
Pieces of Ice aground, which had been almoſt dry, 
and had not floated the laſt Tide, I then ſent them 
off to meaſure how mueh it had flowed, and had yet 
to flow, from the Marks left on the Ice the Tide 
before, and alſo by a Level, and a Pole, on Shore: 
This took up an Hour*s Time; after that, Wigate and 
myſelf fat down to refreſh our ſelves,witha little Bread 
and Cheeſe and a Bottle or two of Ale, and by the 
Time we had done it was 6, and above half Flood, 
The Carpenter and Gunner, who had gone farther 
than we, ruturned, and had their Dinner to eat, 
which took up another Hour. One of our Lads 
who was to have carried the Compaſs after us Joſt 
his Way, and we waited for his Return till near Sun; = 
ſet, or 8, o' Clock, before we could put off the Boat, 
to go on Board, We were ina Cove with the Boat 
ſurrounded with Iſlands and large Pieces of Ice, and 
every one muſt know, no Stream of Tide could run 
there, which proves the Abſurdity and Ignorance of 
the Clerk, in making me aſk, which way the Tide 
of Flood ran, the Ship ſtood in near the Shore, as

always feel ; but W inds at a great Diſtance from the 
Place of Obſervation ; but this Mr. Dobbs ſays in his 
next Paragraph, is all-prancing and evading I do 
not underſtand this Term of prancing, tho Ihave been 
told it's. adapted to the Manege, which We Mariners 
do not pretend to be acquainted with, and whether 
it is evading or nor, I appeal to better Judges than 
Mr. Dobbs is of theſe Affairs.

To return; the Moon's Bearings are not always true, 
except when ſhe is near the Equator, for at all other 
Times, ſhe viciates her true Bearings or Azimuth very 
much but notwithſtanding, this common Rule will do 
far all ordinary Uſes, as to Tides, in Navigation.

ſays, — without an exact Knowledge of the Circum- 


ſtances of the Places, as of the Poſition of the Land, 


and the Breadthi and Depth of the Channels, there is no 
accounting for the Phænomena of Tides. We know all 
theſe Particulars of the Places here mentioned; yet E 
have heard of none who has attempted to give Reaſona 
for ſo great a Difference in ſo little a Way; but Mr. 
Dobbs without being acquainted with any of theſe Cir- 
cumſtances, or being verſed in the common Practice 
of the Tides, pretends to account for them in Places as 
yet undiſcovered + I allow that part of his Inſtructions 
of meeting the Flood Tide is very good, if he would 
obſerve only from whence the Flood comes, and 
have no regard to the different Times of flowing; 
for if he ſhould go in ſearch of a new Ocean, it would 
deceive him. For Example, let us ſuppoſe him at

Openings as:Rankin's, but go on to meet the Flood; 
in this he is not to be guided by his Eyes, for if once 
he truſted to them, he would ſoon looſe himſelf upon 
the Wells, endeavouring to find a Paſſage up Lyn, 
Boſton, and Humber Rivers, or Edinburgh. Frith; 
on the Coaſt of Scotland: If he comes off of Buc- 
chamneſs, or Peterhead, he will there have a South 
Moon, the ſame as he found it off of Harwich, and 
both from the Quantity of Water it flows, and from 
a South Moon making High Water at both Places, 
he would be apt to think himſelf as far off from the 
Ocean, as when he firſt ſat out in ſearch of it.

If Mr. Dobbs ſhall again inſinuate, as 
I know he is fond of Repetition, that the Riſe of the 
Tides near the Ocean is ſome Guide, let him obſerve 
the following Tide-table, and he will be ſatisfied that 
it is as unaccountable, as their Courſe or Time of 
High Water.

Stark Calm, and we were obliged to row and tow all 
that Ebb, until we had got 3 or 4 Leagues out of

Until 1 fee your Journal at large, and your 
Draught, I cannot fix with myſelf, whether the 
Lands on your Starbord or Eaſt ward from the Vl.

River, for a ſafe Retreat, if need be; but I could 
find none on the North Side; but I ſaw ſeveral 
Openings or Coves on the South Side, but I could 
not get near them, for the River was very full of 
Ice from Side to Sie. 


1 made the beſt of my Way up to the Ships from 
near the River's. Mouth ; I got up to the Iſland off 
the Mouth of Savage Sound, or River, the Tide 
came down upon me, and all the Ice, with fuch 
Force and Swiftneſs, that our Boat muſt have been 
ſmaſhed into a thouſand pieces, if we had not gat 
her inſtantly into a Cove, or large Field of Ice. 
We were incloſed with ſo much Ice, many large 
Pieces, ſome of them drew nine or ten Fathom Wa- 
ter; we were forced upon the South Shore with great 
Swiftneſs, and many pieces were forced upon the 
Rocks, and others againſt them with great Force';

Appendix to the Reply to Mr. Dobbs's 
Remarks, and of his own Knowledge, this Deponent 
affirms the Captain took care to inſtruct all who 
were willing to be inſtructed, and that the Captain 
had not above 4 or 5 Men in a Watch able to go 
aloft to hand or reef, and had the Aſſiſtance of Men 
from the Diſcovery, while in Wager River. | 
This Deponent farther maketh oath that he was 
one of the Boat's Crew, when the Capt. went aſhore at 


Cape Frigid or the Frozen Straits, between 9 and 10 
in the Morning the 7th of Auguſt, as appears by the 


Logg- book, and landed about 11, and then the 
Water had fallen or ebbed about 6 Foot by the 
Shore where we landed, to wait for the Captain, 
while he went to make Obſcrvations : The Place 
where we landed, and the Boat lay, was a ſandy 
Bay with Iſlands and Ice aground, fo that no Cur- 
rent of Tide could be perceived to run on either 
Flood or Ebb, but the Water only to riſe or fall; 
when the Captain, Clerk and Indian came . 
between 4 and 5 O'Clock, to the beſt of this De- 
ponent's Remembrance, he chis Deponent met the 
_ CG: TO and Clerk and Indian under the Rocks, 
and 
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and the Captain asked this Deponent whether it was 
Flood or Ebb ? and he the Deponent anſwered it was 
Flood; upon which Anſwer, the Captain again 
aſked the Deponent how he knew? and the Depo. 
nent reply*d, the Boat had been grounded fore and 
aft, and was then, or would be afloat by the time 
he got to her, he being then about a + of a Mile 
diſtant, which when he this Deponent-and the Captain 
got to the Boat proved true, and by the Ice which 
was grounded, we found it had flowed about 4 Foot, 


and had 12 Foot to flow, which was confirmed by 


obſerving with a Pole and a Level; conſequently the 
Tide there flowed 16 Foot. 

This Deponent farther maketh Oath, that the Cap- 
tain ſtood on the Gang-way to talk to the Lieutenant, 
and that he heard the ſaid Captain, when in the Boat, 

wiſh the Lieutenant might obſerve his Order, or 
he would be drawn into the Opening by the Tide of 
Ebb (ſince called the Frozen Straits). 

Farther this Deponent maketh Oath, that he was 
in the Boat when the Lieutenant went on Shore at 
Brook Cobham, and that having landed the ſaid Of- 
ficer ; this Deponent with the reſt of the Boat's Crew 
went in purſuit of a Bear in the Water about half a 

Mile diſtant to the Weſtward of the Cove, which 

Bear was killed by one of the Indians, and we took 
it in tow, but had much ado to pull up again to the 
Cove, the Tide of Flood coming ſo ſtrong from the 
Eaſtward between the main Iſland and the ſmall 
Iſland which lies off the Mouth of the Cove. Far- 
ther this Deponent on his Oath ſayeth, that the Lièu- 
tenant, to the beſt of his Remembrance, was not much 
above one Hour on Shore, and that it was between 
6 or 7 O'Clock in the Evening when they went in 
purſuit of the ſaid Bear, and that Alexander Morriſon, 
upon their Return, when they had got cloſe to the
